Malheur county wan recognized nt
n lit placo In which to prnpagalo
gamo fish last Saturday when tho
Stnto Commission's fish car vlth
30,000 trout fry passed thru Ontario
enrouto for tho Willow Crook reser-
voir.

That afternoon under tho direction
of District Deputy Gamo Warden,
Irving Hazcltlno of Ilakor, T. J
Craig, superintendent of tho fish oar,
and Doctor Harrows of Vale, repre
senting tho Bportsmon of tho count),
thoso fry woro planted In tho reser
voir abovo llrogan whoro they will
find an Idoal placo for growth.

"It' may bo Interesting to tho
Rportnmon of Malheur county to
know that tho cost to tho statu of
making this ono planting is greater
thnn tho ontlro receipts from fishing
llconsos purchased In Malheur
county for two yoarn," said Mr
Hazoltlno.

"A largo portion of this coat la In
transporting tho fry from tho, lion
novlllo hntchory to llrogan. It cost
Just 30 cents per mlto and from Hon
novlllo to llrogun and roturn repre-
sents practically 1000 miles. Added
to this of course Is tho cost of secur-
ing oggs nnd developing tho fish to
tho ago of planting.

"Wo hnvo boon nuxloun for numo
tlmo to plant uomo trout In thu
Willow Crook rosorvolr lo ln'cronse
tho stock In this county, but tho cost
of dplng ho has mndo It Impossible
lloforo tho war wo used to pay Just
10 cents por mllo for tho fish cur,
now it Is throo (linos that much."

"It costs $1.25 por thousand to
ralso tho fish from oggn and from

1.50 to I1.7C per thousand t dis-

tribute thorn. Wo bollovo tho Wll
low Crook rosorvolr will bo Ideal for
tho growing fish nnd when the
Warmsprlngu llcservolr is filled that
will glvo Malheur county a second
sourco of suply whon wo can gut It
atockod, as wo hopo to In tho near
future"

Whllo tho fish car wan In tho city
Sunday on Its wny back to Ilonnovlllo
many Ontarloans visited It and

seeing tho manner In which

tho llttlo fish aro supplied with fresh
cold air during tholr Journey to
planting grounds. Tho fltntn baa
owned tho car for eight yoars and In

all that tlmo It has boon In churgo of
Mr. Craig, who bus somo remarkable
records In transporting fish without
having any dlo enrouto. t
